WASHINGTON President-elect Obama on Thursday defend- 
ed his choice of popular evangelical minister Rick Warren 
to deliver the invocation at his inauguration, rejecting criti- 
cism that it slights gays. 

Warren’s selection brought objections from gay rights 
advocates, who strongly supported Obama during the 
election campaign. The advocates are angry over Warren’s 
backing of California’s Proposition 8 ballot initiative ban- 
ning gay marriage, approved last month. 

But Obama told reporters in Chicago that America 
needs to “come together,” even when there’s disagreement 
on social issues. “That dialogue is part of what my campaign 
is all about,” he said. 

“It is no secret that I am a fierce advocate for equality for 
gay and lesbian Americans,” Obama said. 

Warren, best-selling author of “The Purpose Driven 
Life” and leader of a Southern California megachurch, is 
one of a new breed of evangelicals who stress the need 
for action on social issues such as reducing poverty and 
protecting the environment, alongside traditional theo- 
logical themes. 

But Warren wrote in October that the issue of gay mar- 
riage is not a political issue, but instead “a moral issue that 
God has spoken clearly about,” according to cnn.com. 

“For 5,000 years, every culture and every religion— not 
just Christianity— has defined marriage as a contract 
between men and women,” Warren wrote in a newsletter 
to his congregation. “There is no reason to change the uni-

versal, historical definition of marriage to appease ^ percent 
of our population.” 

The Human Rights Campaign, the nation’s largest gay 
rights organization, said Warren’s opposition to gay mar- 
riage is a sign of intolerance. 

“We feel a deep level of disrespect when one of the 
architects and promoters of an anti-gay agenda is given the 
prominence and the pulpit of your historic nomination,” the 
group said in a letter to Obama, asking him to reconsider. 

Obama, however, pointed out that a couple of years ago, 
he was invited to speak at Warren’s church, despite their 
disagreements on a number of issues. 

The president-elect said a “wide range of viewpoints” will 
be presented during the inaugural ceremonies. 

His selection of Warren is seen as a signal to religious 
conservatives that the president-elect will listen to their 
views. During the campaign, Warren interviewed Obama 
and Republican John McCain in a widely watched TV pro- 
gram that focused on reUgious concerns.

Less is more for Chicago’s authentic dive bars

REDEYE 

Sandwiched between an alley and a liquor 
store, Rossi’s, with its green awning and steel 
door cluttered with union election stickers, 
looks like a shady hole in the wall on State 
Street in River North. 

But appearances don’t stop patrons from 
trickhng into the dimly Ht bar, perhaps lured 
by the neon Old Style and Pabst Blue Ribbon 
signs in the windows, or the promise of cheap 
drinks. 

Its scuffed, uneven linoleum floor is miss- 
ing a slice of tile, exposing concrete. A bar- 
tender greets the thirsty as they slide into the 
broken-in leather stools that line the nicked 
bar, where drinkers rest their arms and, some- 
times, their foreheads. 

Behind the cash-only bar decorated with 
Christmas lights a sign reads, “Beauty is in 
the eye of the beer holder.” 

At Rossi’s and elsewhere, “dive” isn’t a four- 
letter word, so to speak. Some bar owners and 
bartenders in Chicago embrace the dive bar 
title. Matchbox in West Town was honored 
last month in Playboy, which named it one of 
lo “Great American Dive Bars.” 

So what makes a bar a true dive? Bar-goers 
point to decor, service and patrons. No cover. 
No lines. No doorman. No credit cards. No 
bottle service. No BS. It’s what draws drink- 
ers to dive bars. That, and inexpensive drinks. 
With the economy tanking, more drinkers may 
be looking for a cheaper way to get tanked. 

So dive bars could get a little more crowd- 
ed, which would be out of character. 

“It’s a neighborhood hangout. It’s very tiny 
and approachable,” said Jackie Gevercer of 
the Matchbox (she’s married to the owner). 
While Matchbox is known for its margaritas 
and ginger gimlets, the signs of a dive bar are 
there: small, old, dark, eclectic, packaged 
beer for sale. 

Other signs: No computerized registers, 
no flat-screen TVs, no Trixies, no Chads, no 
hipsters, nobody trying to dangle money from 
behind a row of people at the bar waiting to 
be served. 

“[Dive bars] just seem more comfortable,” 
said Jonathan Stockton, author of “Chicago’s

said Anthony Diefenbach, 28, a restaurant 
manager who iives in Chinatown. 

“How often do you go to a bar and never 
taik to the person sitting next to you?” he 
said. That won’t happen at a dive bar. "it’s 
very unpretentious. What it is is a piace for 
people to unwind without thinking they’re 
going to be taken advantage of." 

Charles Olbera, 28, an iron worker who 
lives in Archer Heights, keeps coming back 
to dive bars like Rossi’s downtown: "I come 
here and I can be myself. I don’t have to 
dress a certain way, impress anyone.”

Best Dive Bars.” “You don’t feel like you need 
to dress up. You don’t need to bring much 
money 

“Once you find one you like, you feel wel- 
come.” 

Agood way to tell if a bar’s a dive: check the 
name, said Stockton, who listed nearly loo 
dives in his book. “If it seems to be named 
after somebody, if there’s an Old Style sign, 
that’s a good way to tell,” he said. 

The bar’s probably at least 30 years old, he 
said, maybe a little run-down and has a some- 
what nostalgic feel, showcasing photos or 
newspaper clippings about Chicago’s history 

And dive bars are places where patrons 
won’t hassle each other. 

“You’re not dealing with attitude. You’re 
just dealing with your friends you’re going 
out to have fun with,” said Rob Lekan, 30, 
who hves in North Center and chooses dives 
over clubs. 

Another thing that differentiates dive bars 
is tbe person serving patrons. “Usually the 
owner is there or working behind the bar, or 
some family member is,” Lekan, a personal 


trainer, said. 

The people seated at the bar can be a good 
indicator too. 

“If you go to a real dive bar, you will have 
people from all walks of life. You do have 
some young people in their 20s and 30s, but 
a good dive bar will have some old locals 
[who have been] drinking at that bar for 20 
years,” said Ted Koerth, 31, a lawyer who lives 
in Lakeview “You’ve got working class, blue- 
coUar type of jobs, and they’re there in part 
because you can get a $2 can of Busch Light 
and the price is right.” 

A dive bar is not a meat market place to 
be seen, he said. Koerth alerted bar crawlers 
attending his third Dive Bar Tour last month 
to leave their designer jeans and Httle black 
dresses at home. 

The bar’s decor, he said, is just as important 
in cementing its dive bar status. 


Most have one-stall bathrooms, random 
knickknacks behind the bar or serve chips as 
a snack (because they don’t have kitchens to 
serve food). Some open as early as 7 a.m. or 
8 a.m. like Rossi’s and Richard’s, and almost 
all dives have wood panehng, making the bar 
look hke it hasn’t been updated in decades. 

“It’s like your grandma’s basement,” Koertb 
said. 

A true dive bar’s jukebox shouldn’t have 
any techno, and probably no hip-hop, he said. 
And it doesn’t have to only be a bar. 

“One thing very divey is a ‘slashy’ ” Koerth 
said. That’s when the bar is a bar-slash-hquor 
store, a place to drink and/or buy a six-pack 
to take home. 

That’s what you’ll find in Richard’s, which 
has two entrances on Milwaukee and Grand 
Avenues, next door to Emmit’s in River West.

Martin, 96, who’s been serving drinks 
there for more than 40 years. 

And there’s no offense taken when 
it’s called a dive bar. 

‘As far as I know, no one objects to 
it,” Martin said. “I don’t care what they 
call it, just come in and have a drink.”

A former Northwestern University student 
has been charged with giving alcohol to a teen 
who died after a party 
in Evanston last sum- 
mer, authorities said 
Thursday 

Alexander James 
Krzyston, 22, of 
Evanston was charged 
Wednesday with felo- 
ny unlawful delivery of 
alcohol to a minor in 
the June 9 death of NU freshman Matthew 
Sunshine, 19, of Cold Spring Elarbor, N.Y., 
police said. 

Police said an autopsy showed that 
Sunshine’s blood-alcohol level at the time of 
his death was 0.396, nearly five times the legal 
limit for driving if he was over 21, 0.08. 

University officials said Krzyston was a stu- 
dent over the summer but was not enrolled 
in the fall. 

Police said Krzyston bought alcohol for 
Sunshine and others, which the students 
consumed during a drinking game at the 
Poster House dormitory where Sunshine and 
Krzyston lived. 

“It’s a tragedy on all ends that’s for sure,” said 
Cmdr. Tom Guenther. “Evanston police always 
take these investigations very seriously We try 
to educate students about the dangers of drink- 
ing, and we constantly check the bars. But it’s 
hard to detect underage drinking on campus.”

Evening rush hour spared, but storm still coming

Depending on where you live, you are either 
waking up to a whole lot of snow, or whole lot 
of ice or a whole lot of both. 

The National Weather Service has issued a 
winter storm warning that’s set to expire at noon 
for as much as a foot of snow in some areas. 

Total snowfall by mid-morning Friday 
is expected to be about a foot along the 
Wisconsin-Illinois border, 8 to 12 inches 


from the North Side of Chicago west through 
DeKalb, and 5 to 9 inches from the far south- 
ern suburbs into Northwest Indiana, the 
weather service said. 

Lesser snow accumulations — between i and 
5 inches — are expected south of Interstate 80, 
but significant icing will be more of a problem 
in this region, the weather service said, with a 
quarter- to a half-inch. 

Ahead of the storm, O’Hare canceled about 


100 flights and Midway canceled about two 
dozen. Airport officials advised travelers to 
contact their airUnes ahead of time and arrive 
at least two hours before departure. 

Also, several schools in the area canceled 
classes in anticipation of the hazardous con- 
ditions and the number is likely to rise. Some 
other schools planned for late starts to the day 

ComEd was preparing for the storm on 
Thursday, opening the company’s emergency 


operations center and regional offices, post- 
poning scheduled work that would require 
equipment to be out of service and schedul- 
ing extra work crews.

Peterson declined to discuss his engagement, 
which was confirmed by his publicist. Sources 
named Raines as his betrothed. Raines denied the 
relationship to the Sun-Times. 

Raines’ former boyfriend of five years, Tony 
Yauk, said he saw a ring on her finger, and he knows 
Raines and Peterson have been friendly for years. 

“I didn’t think it was true,” said Yauk, 26, the 
father of her two children, ages 4 and 5. “But I just 
got done talking to her face to face and, uh, I think 
it’s true.” 


City wins round 
against handguns 

Chicago won Round i in its defense of the city’s handgun ban, 
but Mayor Daley said Thursday he’s looking at less sweeping 
gun control measures in the wake of a U.S. Supreme Court 
decision against such laws this year. 

The nation’s high court struck down a Washington, DC., 
handgun ban similar to Chicago’s law. The National Rifle 
Association then moved to challenge Chicago’s ban. 

On Thursday, U.S. District Judge Milton Shadur rejected 
the gun rights group’s effort to extend the DC. ruhng to 
Chicago and Oak Park. Shadur concluded earlier this month 
the Supreme Court decision did not give him the authority 
to take that action. 

The NRA immediately appealed Shadur’s decision, and 
attorney Stephen Halbrook said the group is confident it 
will prevail in a higher court. 

Daley has maintained the ruling striking down D.C.’s hand- 
gun ban cannot be extended to states and cities not under 
federal control. He said Chicago next month will host a “gun 
conference” that will include leaders from across the country 
and people who have lost loved ones to handgun violence. 

‘Spiritual adviser’ 
charged with theft 

An Arhngton Heights woman has been arrested for allegedly 
posing as a fortuneteller and promising to drive away “evil 
spirits” in exchange for money police said Thursday 

Gina Reed, 35, was charged Wednesday with one count 
of felony theft by deception, according to a Chicago police 
statement. Reed allegedly billed herself as a “spiritual adviser/ 
fortuneteller.” 

In August 2007 a 46-year-old woman went to Reed’s home, 
police said. She agreed to give Reed Sio,ooo for blessing her 
and driving away her evil spirits; Reed allegedly promised to 
return the money after the blessing was done. 

The woman tried several times to retrieve her money with- 
out success, police said. Reed, meanwhile, disconnected her 
phone number, moved out of the home and made no effort 
to contact the woman. 

Investigators believe Reed may have bilked as much as 
$98,000 from at least four other people, the statement 
said.

Health department says decline in numbers 
linked to improved testing, better education

Fewer new cases of HIV and AIDS in Chicago are being reported as more Chicagoans 
get screened for sexually transmitted diseases, according to the city Department of 
Public Health. 

The department has been seeing a “sHght dechne” in the number of new HIV and AIDS 
cases in the last six years, said Chris Brown, assistant commissioner at the health depart- 
ment in charge of AIDS/HIV programs. 

According to the health department, 1,557 Chicagoans were diagnosed with HIV— the 
virus that causes AIDS —in 2006, the most recent data available. That is down from 1,994 
new diagnoses in 2000. 

Meanwhile, the number of AIDS diagnoses dipped to 754 in 2006 from 976 in 2000. 
Brown said he expects these numbers to continue to decline in future years as more people 
undergo testing for sexually transmitted diseases. 

The biggest push for testing for HIV and AIDS occurred Dec. i on World AIDS 
Day, a day dedicated to raising awareness of the AIDS pandemic. This year marked 
the 20th anniversary of the remembrance. 

More than 22,000 Chicagoans Hve with HIV or AIDS, according to the health 
department. In the upcoming year, Brown said the city hopes to increase its rapid 
testing measures, which allow people to know the same day of testing whether 
they are infected with HIV or AIDS. 

Besides testing, the city also provides free condoms at its clinics, medi- 
cal care, mental health assistance, partner notification, counseling and STD 
literature. 

“Getting information is key,” Brown said. “We recommend everyone 
know their status, whether you’re in a high-risk situation or a low-risk 
situation.”

suggestions they 
were planning a 
coup. 

A third security 
official said those 
in custody were 
believed to have 
links to al-Awad, 

or “Return,” a Sunni underground organiza- 
tion founded in 2003 to try to restore Saddam 
and the Baath party to power. 

The U.S. military referred all inquiries to 
the Iraqi government. 

Iraq’s 2005 constitution bans the Baath 
party and any group that uses its symbols 
and ideology “regardless of the name that 
it adopts.” Some Iraqi politicians expressed 
doubt that the plotters were actively trying 
to overthrow the government. 

“1 think talking about a coup is an exagger- 
ation,” Abbas al-Bayati, a senior lawmaker of 
the Supreme Iraqi Islamic Council, the larg- 
est Shiite party, told Al-Arabiya television.

On Thursday, two weeks before the Winter 
Classic between the Detroit Red Wings and 
Blackhawks, it was the Zambonis everyone was 
watching. 

As the two ice resurfacing machines were being 
taken off a flatbed truck, the brakes on one of 
the vehicles locked and it went tumbling off the 
back. 

“We were trying to offload it. It stalled and 
we tried to lift it up to start it up again, and we 
found out that the brakes were frozen,” said Dan 
Craig, the NHFs facilities operation manager. 
“Everybody saw the little baby come flying off 
there.” 

The machine survived the fall and so did the 
driver, and both were OK, Craig reported on a 


day when workers were laying down the base for 
the rink with aluminum sheets, hoping to start the 
ice-making Friday— if the weather cooperated. 

According to the NHL, more than 400 work- 
ers will take part in transforming the second-old- 
est ballpark in the major leagues into a hockey 
venue. 

They will use 52,000 feet of plywood and 32,000 
feet of decking in the project, along with 20,000 
gallons of water to create ice and 350 gallons of 
paint. Scaffolding being put up in front of the 
famed brick outfield walls at Wrigley Field will be 
used to recreate the ivy that is green in the sum- 
mer and also used for advertising. 

Craig said it takes about 24 hours to create an 
inch of ice, and he hopes to have an inch or an inch 
and a quarter down by Monday, even with the sec- 
ond winter storm of the week forecast for Chicago 
on Thursday night.

The holiday movie season is filled with high- 
stakes showdowns — will Adam Sandler 
^'Bedtime Stories” topple Brad Pitres “The 
C^uriotis C^ase of Benjamin Butto iT on 
C^hristmas Day? — but few December match- 
ups can compare with Friday^s faceoff: Will 
Smith versus Jim C^arrev 

The actors’ movies couldn’t be more dif- 
ferent. 

Smithes ^'Seven l^ounds” is a challenging 
adult drama about an emotionally scarred 
man on the verge of making a personal sacri- 
fice as a profound act of atonement. Carrey's 
“Yes ±Man” is an undemanding comedy fol- 
lowing a middle-aged washout who suddenly 
can’t say no to any opportuniu^; including 
mail-order brides, Korean language lessons 
and bungee jumping. 

Box-office prognosticators say it could be 
a particularly close battle for the top spot 
over the weekend, with both movies poised 
to gross more than S20 million from Friday 


to Sunday 

Yet each film will test the true star power 
of its leading man, particularly as Carrey and 
Smith take on the kind of roles they haven’t 
recently embraced . 

For all the laughs Smith has generated over 
the years, “Seven Pounds" doesn’t showcase a 
lot of mirth or merriment. 

Smith plays Ben Thomas, an engineer haunt- 
ed by an accident. In an instant, the tragedy 
changed his life, and lTomas feels compelled 
to make amends for what he has done. 

“This is the first movie I Ve ever done that 
was a totally personal exploration,” Smith 
says. “The idea of traumatic loss and how do 
people manage life after loss, and what is the 
difference between someone who falls into 
depression and someone who finds joy and 
an optimistic space. The answer 1 discovered 
is purpose." 

Warner Bros, didn’t have to look nearly as 
hard to find lighter moments to highlight in 
its commercials for “Yes Man." The movie is 


filled with any number 
of over- the- top Carrey 
set pieces, including his 
drinking too much Red 
Bull, wrapping his face in 
cellophane tape and snorting 
hot sauce. 

The movie’s premise is not dis- 
similar from “Liar Liar," Carrey’s 1997 
hit (global gross: $302.7 million) about a 
dissembling la^^yer who must speak only the 
truth for 24 hours. In “Yes Man,” the 46-year- 
old C^arrey stars as Carl Allen, a lonely loan 
officer who is challenged by a friend and a 
self-help guru to stop saying no to life and 
instead say yes. 

I’he newly positive attitude not only brings 
Carl into contact with a potential new girl- 
friend (Zooey Deschanel) but also transforms 
his job. It also affords Carrey multiple oppor- 
tunities to engage in the broad physical com- 
edy that defined bis early career. 

“Thi s is quintessential Jim Carrey," Sue 


Kroll, Warner’s 
worldwide mar- 
keting chie f says of “ Ye s 
Man." “It’s the Jim C^arrey 
that audiences love." 

Audience tracking surveys 
indicate “Yes Man" may open 
to more than .S27 million, whh 
“Seven Pounds" around S22 million. ^ 
But the true measure of each film’s 
performance will not be told for weeks, 
as moviegoers decide if they prefer the 
funny Carrey or the serious Smith.

While his first 
pic at that price-"The Cable Guy”— 
got bad reception, he followed up 
with "Liar Liar,” "Man on the Moon,” 
"Me, Myself & Irene,” a change of 
pace with "Eternal Sunshine of the 
Spotless Mind,” then back to form 
with "Bruce Almighty.” 

WHAT HE’S DONE WRONG 

"The Majestic" (what?), "Fun 
With Dick and Jane" (huh?), "The 
Number 23” Ceh?) and "Lemony 
Snicket" {isn't that on the Food 
Network?). He also has assumed 
that his brand of desperation 
comedy would have an unlimited 
shelf life. 

WHAT’S NEW 

"Yes Man” (opening Friday), based 
on the book by Danny Wallace, 
in which Carrey's character 
challenges himself to say "yes” to 
everything for a year. 

WHAT’S AT STAKE 

Carrey reportedly is doing “Yes 
Man" with no money upfront— it’s 
all back-end, with a payoff 
dependent on the movie making at 
least $70 million. If audiences say 
no to "Yes Man,” well 


WHAT’S AT STAKE 

"Button” is elegant and bittersweet, 
but it isn't a blockbuster. And the 
fewer blockbuster movies you 
make, the less you are perceived 
as a blockbuster actor, Pitt may 
not care-he has his philanthropic 
causes and his children; his 
collaborations with Steven 
Soderbergh, George Clooney 
and his own Plan B production 
company have been about making 
quality movies. But if his clout 
is going to mean anything to 
lesser-known filmmakers, 
or worthy films, he has to 
remain a movie star.

WHAT HE’S DONE 

Become the biggest actor in the 
world, thanks to "Bad Boys," "Men 
in Black” (and their respective 
sequels), "Independence Day” and 
"Shark Tale."

Smith's box-office 
potency remains unquestioned- 
the disastrous "Hancock” still 
made more than half a billion 
dollars worldwide. But did anyone 
really want to see The Pursuit of 
Happy ness”? And with the weighty 
"Seven Pounds, " he’s reunited with 
"Happyness” director Gabriele 
Muccino. But no one's been talking 
about Smith the way they did 
after "Independence Day”-how 
brash and fresh and funny he was, 
and how his movies were a good 
time and how he straddled all 
those oettlesome demographic 
boundaries. What he's got is the 
money; what he wants is the Oscar. 
And he’s going to make leaden 
movies until he gets one. 


WHAT’S NEW 

"Seven Pounds” {opens Friday), 
"an extraordinary journey of 
redemption,” which is the kind of 
description applied to movies that 
make you wanna go "zzzzzzzzzz.” 


WHAT’S AT STAKE 

Smith is huge, and when you’re 
huge, you're a target. If "Seven 
Pounds” is a dog-and we have 
no reason to think it is, except 
the oh-so-ponderous advertising 
campaign-then he’ll start 
to become an object of 
amusement, which isn't 
glamorous. 


WHAT HE’S DONE 

"Risky Business,” "Top Gun,” "The 
Firm,” "A Few Good Men, " "Jerry 
Maguire," "Mission: impossible 1, II 
and III," "Magnolia: Nicole, Katie, 
while maintaining a place setting at 
the high end of the Hollywood food 
chain for 20 years. 


WHAT HE’S DONE WRONG 

Bounced on Oprah's couch, made 
himself the middle-age poster child 
for Sdentological weirdness and 
underdelivered at the box office 
with “M:l 3” to the extent it allowed 
petulant Viacom chief Sumner 
Redstone to cut him loose. He also 
danced, in 'Tropic Thunder.” 


WHAT’S NEW 

"Valkyrie” (opening Dec. 25), the 
story of Claus von Stauffenberg, 
a much-honored, much-wounded 
Nazi officer who was at the center 
of a German plot to kill Adolf Hider 
in 1944 


WHAT’S AT STAKE 

Cruise’s place at the box office, 
which teeters on the risky premise 
of making a Nazi— even a well- 
intentioned Nazi— sympathetic. 
"Hitler’s Germany,” Cruise says 
in the trailer, "has seen its last 
sunrise,” Yeah, well, the same 
might be said for Cruise. Love the 
eye patch. 


WHAT HE’S DONE 

"What’s Eating Gilbert Grape” 
indicated that DiCaprio was 
among the greatest actors alive, 
and he hasn’t done much to 
convince anyone otherwise. But 
few of his films have captured the 
mainstream imagination in a major 
way.

Loan officer and grade-A party pooper Carl 
(Jim Carrey) attends a self-empowerment 
seminar that commands him to say “%s” to 
every opportunity, causing him to start giving 
rides to homeless people, taking flying lessons 
and snorting hot sauce.

After the death of his wife, Korean War vet Walt (Clint 
Eastwood, who also directed) has little to do but grumble 
about kids these days and the various minorities who have 
taken over his Detroit neighborhood. After his teenage 
Hmong neighbor (Bee Vang) flubs a gang initiation by fail- 
ing to steal Walt’s prized ’72 Ford Gran Torino, Walt gradu- 
ally warms to the boy and teaches him how to be a man. 

The verdict: Nobody growls like Clint growls, yet “Gran 
Torino” becomes a remarkably sweet movie considering 
half of it is the big man barking bigoted comments. There’s 
not much bite to the racial conflicts or depth to the sup- 
porting characters. But Eastwood’s presence is a force to 
be reckoned with. It’s an Oscar-worthy turn as a man who 
learns he doesn’t have to totally knock down the fences he’s 
built around himself, but it’s OK to lower them a bit.

After Roscuro (voiced by Dustin Hoffman) the rat falls into 
a vat of soup on the kingdom of Dor’s beloved Soup Day, rats 
are banished to Ratworld and soup is banned.

The verdict: Rata-terrible. “Despereairx” has visuals that 
aren’t even as engaging as “South Park” and a story less 
involving than what your average ist grader composes.

Rosario Dawson is better known for her promi- 
nent roles in indie films than her smaller ones in 
studio pictures. 

In “Seven Pounds,” the new Will Smith drama 
that opens Friday, Dawson takes on leading lady 
status. 

But the romance at the heart of “Seven 
Pounds” isn’t exactly familiar film territory for 
Dawson. The 29 -year-old actress has appeared 
in 40 features over the last decade without ever 
being a romantic lead before now Well, with one 
possible exception. 

“I look at {2006’s} ‘Clerks IP as a romantic 
comedy— my kind of romantic comedy,” she 
said. 

Dawson was 15 when Larry Clark literally 
picked her out of the crowd for his controver- 
sial indie breakout, 1995’s “Kids.” She got on a 
serious acting path when Spike Lee signed her 
up for 1998’s “He Got Game.” 

There was a bit of initial stereotyping: 
“Everybody assumed I was like that character in 
‘He Got Game’ and ‘Kids.’ I got a lot of scripts 
after ‘He Got Game’ that were that same kind 
of hoochie-mama girl, and I was like, I already 
played a chickenhead, and she was awesome ... 
why would I want to do that again with you?” 

Then came the years where she was “kind of aU 
over the place, not knowing what I was doing,” 
supporting actors such as Eddie Murphy in “The 
Adventures of Pluto Nash” and, yes. Smith— to a 
more limited degree— in “Men in Black 11 .” She 
did a period role in Oliver Stone’s ‘Alexander.” 
She did the noir sex-bomb in “Sin City” She sang 
in “Rent.” 

In “Seven Pounds,” Dawson plays Emily Posa, 
a woman who needs a new heart. When she and 


Smith’s character fall in love, Emily suddenly 
gets what she needs to stay aUve. 

Dawson was on a plane with her mother and 
grandmother when she first read the script for 
“Seven Pounds.” 

“I just started crying, and they said, ‘Abu have 
to do this,’ ” Dawson said. She also was moved by 
some of the stories she heard from real-hfe trans- 
plant patients and by her character’s unique arc. 

“That’s one of the main reasons why I wanted 
to play Emily— to bring her to hfe,” she said. 

If “Seven Pounds” does soften up Dawson’s 
image and earn her more conventional roles, 
director Gabriele Muccino will no doubt be 
owed some of the credit. 

Still, perfecting the romantic chemistry 
between Dawson and Smith took time— or, 
actually, procrastination. 

“Will wouldn’t start kissing for weeks,” she 
said, laughing. “It would be on the schedule, 
we’d have lights and everything set up, and 
he would end up being like, ‘I’m not feeling it 
tonight. I don’t think it’s going to happen. Let’s 
wait another week.’ I was checking my breath, 
smelling myself, trying to see: Am I offending 
the man in some way?’ ” 

That emotional intensity in “Seven Pounds” 
could surprise fans of both actors. 

So, is this the kind of movie her reps have 
begged her to make? ‘Absolutely They’ve 
humored me through a lot of my choices. ... 
Sometimes it’s been pretty arbitrary. But that’s 
how I started, when [Clark] walked up on the 
street and said, ‘Hi, I’m a photographer and I’m 
making a movie.’ Abu never know where things 
are going to go.”

Who would have thought the band that 
famously fought Napster would be, eight 
years later, masters of the Internet? 

Its guitarist, for one, didn’t. 

Back when Metallica was butting heads 
with Napster and becoming the face of the 
anti-online music-piracy movement, Kirk 
Hammett wasn’t sure what the years ahead 
held for his band. 

“Is this what the future is going to entail?” 
he recalls thinking. “Us battling all this differ- 
ent technology that’s coming out of left field 
that doesn’t have any boundaries?” 

Metallica is battling no more. In fact, it’s set 
its own boundaries, started its own Web sites 
to sell music, concert tickets and live record- 
ings, and it has used the Internet to mold the 
business model for which the music industry 
has been searching. 

The group launched missionmetallica.com 

as an insider look at its recording process, 
its past and as a delivery service for “Death 
Magnetic,” released in September.
